Ultimatum 
Is Given 
to Seattle

CHICAGO (AP) - The city of 


Seattle has been given a little 
more than a week to meet a 
three'point ultimatum or face 
the possibility of losing the Pi- 
lots' American League baseball 
franchise. 


The matter came to a head 


Tuesday when the American 
League held an informal session 
following a joint meeting of the 
National and American Leagues 
concerning schedules and play- 
ers' problems, 


Binding the situation was Cro- 


nin's acknowledgement that the 
American 
League will 
meet 


again in Chicago Oct. 29 ostensi- 
bly to study the 1970 schedule. 


However, it was learned that 


the meeting will be held to find 
out if Seattle will abide by the 
three-point ultimatum which is: 
• 1. Sicks' Stadium, temporary 
home of the Pilots, must be en- 
larged from 22,500 seats to 28,- 
000 by the start of the 1970 sea- 
son. 


2. Plans must be completed 


for breaking ground for a $40 
million domed stadium by Dec. 
31, 1970, and the structure must 
be ready for opening day of the 
1973 season. 


3. Thre must be evidence of 


enough Seattle financial interest 
so that Cleveland investor Wil- 
liam Daley, who owns more 
than 50 per cent of the club, can 
get out and give the Pilots local 
ownership. 
1 Cronln and six owners met 
i Monday night to hear the-plea-of 
a Seattle delegation bent on 
keeping the club in the Pacific 
Northwest. 


Both the American and Na- 


tional Leagues met jointly Tues- 
day to hear progress reports on 
41 requests from the Playes' 
Association after which Cronin 
and all American League own- 
ers or their representatives con- 
vened to discuss the Seattle sit- 
uation. 


Following that meeting, Cro- 


nin said he was optimistic that 
Seattle would meet the require- 
ments to remain in the Ameri- 
can League. 


Daley, however, added to the 


possibility of a franchise shift 
by saying If Seattle cannot hold 
onto the ball club, it would very 
likely go to Milwaukee. 


"I'd prefer to keep the club 


in Seattle," said Daley, "and 
Tm so sincere about that that 
I'd sell my end for less to Seat- 
tle than to groups from other 
cities that are interested. 


"But if the franchise should 


be moved, I'm sure Milwaukee 
will get it for one big reason. 
The American League prefers 
Milwaukee over the other bid- 
ders." 


Daley admitted offers for the 


club from both Milwaukee and 
Dallas-Fort Worth interests and 
when asked if the price were $13 
million, he said "that is way 
out 'of line."Asked if it were 
closer to $11 million, Daley said 
"no comment." 


Reportedly, Milwaukee people 


have offered $13.7 million com- 
pared to a figure of a little over 
$10 million by the Dallas group 
headed by Texas millionaire La- 
mar Hunt. 


However, the Times Herald in 


Dallas said it had learned Tex. 
as interest had offered $13 mil- 
lion for the franchise including 
players, farm system, physical 
equipment and acreage in Tuc- 
son where the team trains.

champs. 


Bench was an overwhelming 


choice as catcher. The young 
slugger's nearest rival, Bill 
Ffeehan of Detroit, drew only 
eight votes. 


Seaver similarly was a solid 


choice

pitcher, drawing 211 votes more 
than runnerup Denny Me Lain of 
Detroit, the 31'game winner of 
1968 who was 24-9 last season. 


Carew, who led the American 


League with a .322 average, 
beat out Glenn Beckert of the 
Cubs as the second baseman, 
217 votes to 42. 


Petrocelli,who hit .297 with40 


homers and 96 RBI, also had a 
comfortable margin over anoth- 
er Cub, Don Kessinger, at short

— Terry Stewart, a student at 
safety for the Arkansas Razor- 
backs his first two seasons, was 
moved to defensive left halfback 
last spring.

Other stockholders 
included singer Tony Martin 
and actor George Raft. 


Parvin said in an interview in 


1964 that four years earlier he 
contacted Douglas and sought 
his help in setting up the foun- 
dation. Douglas agreed. 


Tax records of the Parvin 


Foundation dating back to 1962 
show that Douglas was serving 
as president at an annual salary 
of $12,000. Proceeds from the 
Flamingo sale show up regulary 
through 1968 as one of the foun- 
dation's largest assets. 


Foundation tax records prior 


to 1962 are not public informa- 
tion. 


Douglas came under sharp 


congressional 
criticism 
last 


spring for his involvement with 
the foundation, especially when 
it was disclosed that he wrote 
Parvin telling him that an Inter- 
nal Revenue Service investiga- 
tion of the foundation was "a 
manufactured case." 


In May, Douglas resigned as 


president of the foundation. 


The Parvin Foundation has 


also had an interest in several 
Las Vegas hotels and casinos by 
virtue of the Parvin-Dohrmann 
stock it held. Parvin-Dohrmann 
owns three casinos here, the 
Aladdin, the Fremont and the 
Stardust. 


Harvey Silbert, secretary of 


the foundation, said it severed 
all its gambling ties in May— 
the same month Douglas re- 
signed as foundation prsident— 
when it sold its shares of Par- 
vin-Dohrmann. Silbert also said 
the 
Flamingo mortgage was 


paid off earlier this year. 


Parvin has sold out his inter- 


est in Parvin-Dohrmann as well, 
but still maintains the founda- 
tion. 


In June, after Parvin sold out, 


Paivin-Dohrmann and Denny's 
Restaurants 
Inc. announced 


they would merge, but the plans 
were 
cancelled 
earlier 
this 


month. Several days later both 
firms and their officers found 
themselves embroiled with the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission. 


An SEC complaint, filed in 


Federal District Court in New 
York, alleges violations of ean- 
tifraud, report-filing and credit 


provisions of the Federal securi- 
ties laws in connection with the 
now defunct merger plans. The 
SEC also accused Parvin of fil- 
ing a false 
and misleading 


proxy statement with the Com- 
mission. 


It is not known how long Lan- 


sky and Parvin knew each other 
prior to their 1960 business deal- 
ings, but Lansky had known the 
three principal purchasers of 
the Flamingo for some time.

there to save him. He should 
simply enter dummy at trick 
two and lead d i a m o n d s 
toward his own hand. Should 
West hold the ace of dia- 
monds, he would win but a 
spade lead from West would 
not worry South at all. 


East does hold the dia- 


mond ace. 
if he rises, South 


has 
four 
diamond 
tricks, 


since the ace hasn't gobbled 
up an honor. Should lie duck.

The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily Jan. 1, 1920, by his son, 
Ed. McCorkle, publishing until 
the 1929 consolidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 —Sold to Withers & John- 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 
— Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury.

who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W.

to write that the "credi» 
lability gap" which exists 


between the American people and 
their government on political 
matters 
is equally prevalent 


where alleged laboratory tests 
result 
in government-inspired 


"warnings" on public health. 


First there was the govern* 


ment campaign against tobacco, 
principally cigarettes, Govern- 
ment said laboratory tests linked 
cigarettes with cancer and heart 
disease. But the government was 
so well believed that 
cigarette 


sales instead of felling actually 
increased. 


But the public's hostility was 


a 
natural instinct. 
Medicine 


doesn't know what cancer Is, 
and has no cure for it—yet 
government asks us to believe 
that in the face of these facts 
government knows what causes 
cancer. If there is a credita- 
bility gap it's one of govern- 
ment's own making. 


When 
persuasion falls pol- 


iticians usually attempt force— 
and force is precisely what is 
being tried in the anti-tobacco 
campaign. 
The government's 


censorship arm, the Federal 
Communications 
Commission, 


has ordered cigarette advertis- 
ing out of television and radio 
In the near future. 


We 
heard similar political 


arguments over liquor half a 
century ago. But the politicians 
of that day at least had the grace 
to go through the due processes 
of law. The Volstead law was 
enacted and the 18th Amendment 
ratified by the states in order 
to make national prohibition le- 
jgal In this republic. 


But today's lobbyists and pol- 


iticians are less honest. Con- 
fronted by the eventual discred- 
iting and repeal of the Volstead 
and 18th Amendment enactments, 
on liquor they bypass due.pro-, 
cess of law on the tobacco ques- 
tion and come In through the 
back door with a bureaucratic 
prohibition— not daring to use 
the front door of proper legis- 
lation 
by the Congress or a 


constitutional amendment. 


The rule 
by 
bureaucratic 


edict instead of law expands. 
Now the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has ban- 
ned the sale of the 
sugar- 


substitute known as cyclamate 
on the grounds that it is sus- 
pected of causing cancer and 
heart disease. Not a law, mind 
you—just a bureaucratic guess 
dolled up to look and sound like 
a law. 


What are the laboratory facts 


about cyclamate? Here's a case 
where the crucial clause, as in 
questionable contracts, turns up 
in 
fine print. The federal bu- 


reau's announcement said lab- 
oratory reports showed cycla- 
mate to be harmful when fed 
to mice in "massive doses," 


Would that be conclusive in 


the rather minor use human 
beings make of cyclamate? You 
are reminded that strychnine in 
small dos^s is used as a heart 
stimulant — while in massive 
doses it is a deadly poison used 
to kill wolves and other preda- 
tors.

WASHINGTON (AP) -

ing costs rose five-tenths of one 
per cent in September, contin- 
uing the nation's sharpest infla- 
tionary spiral in some 20 years, 
the Labor Department reported 
today. 


Clothing prices rose at about 


double the usual increase for 
September, food prices failed to 
show their usual decline for the 
month, housing costs continued 
to rise and there were increases 
for all kinds of consumer serv- 
ices, said the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


The increase boosted the gov- 


ernent's Consumer Price Index 
to 129.3. This means it cost 
$12.93 last month for every $10 
worth of goods and services in 
the 1957-59 period on which the 
index is based. 


However, Asst. Commissioner 


Arnold Chase of the bureau said 
it was encouaging that the rate 
of acceleration 
of price in- 


creases had stopped and he 
predicted next year's rise ihliv- 
ing costs would be less than this 
year's. 


Living costs have risen4.5 per 


cent so far in 1969 compared 
with 3.4 per cent in the first nine 
months of last year, which had 
been the sharpest increase since 
the Korean War year of 1951.
